New Zealand, Australia and Hawaii 
30 September - 15 October 1982 
Overview 


THURSDAY - We departed on American Airlines from Logan

On behalf of Captain Commanding William F. DiPesa, I extend a very warm and 
cordial welcome to all of you. We are delighted that you have joined us this 
afternoon for our 345th Anniversary Memorial Service. Your presence and par- 
ticipation lend great importance and representative value to this gathering. 


On behalf of The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, I 
gratefully acknowledge the hospitality of the priests and staff of St. Anthony’s 
Shrine, particularly that of their Rector, Father Louis Cannino. For centuries the 
Franciscans, animated by the spirit of St. Francis of Assisi, have labored closely 
with the people in their working environment. As such, we pay tribute to their 
traditions and recognize their commitment to the Gospel of Jesus Christ and their 
service to the people of the City of Boston. 


I would especially like to call your attention to the exquisite flowers on the altar. 
Our comrade, Will Holbrow, personally supervised their arrangement from his 
wheelchair. Thankfully, he is recovering from his recent injury, and we are grat- 
ified by his generosity. 


I am happy to be here today to express my gratitude to Captain Commanding, 
Bill DiPesa and his most devoted wife, Mary Jane for their many kindnesses to 
me. To them I convey my deepest affection and appreciation, and I am sure that 
you all join me in extending this affection. 


Reverend clergy, distinguished members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts, and welcomed guests: 


The scripture reading which we heard a few moments ago was from the Gospel 
of St. Luke; a book which was written, as it says at the beginning, “so that you 
may know the truth”. And so the Gospel story to Christ unfolds - stories about 
his life, parables, explanations, examples, all with the purpose of revealing the 
secrets of God - the truths of life - motivating us to place our faith in God - to 
incorporate the teachings of Christ in our attitudes, our morality and our very 
existence. All “so that we may know the Truth”. 


The passage just read to us is the story - the parable story - of a sowed seed. The 
teller of the story was Jesus Christ himself; a Palestinian Jew, born in the town 
of Bethlehem, of Davidic lineage. Because he was both God and Man, Jesus had 
the ability to undrstand the minds and hearts of people. He frequently taught in 
parables: simple, almost child-like stories using names, places and events that 
were familiar to his listeners; stories that had predictable conclusions, in order to 
relate the deeper truths and secrets of life to his audience. 
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The first hearers of this parable of the sowed seed were farmers. They were 
keenly aware that their survival depended on their conscientiousness in nurtur- 
ing and tending the seeds that they had so carefully planted. They knew from 
personal experience that a seed falling on stony ground would die and that a seed 
falling on fertile ground would take root and bear a hundredfold. They recog- 
nized this as TRUTH. 


Thus they were able to understand the truths of God’s kingdom and His love for 
all mankind. They could understand that the Care God had taken for his people, 
which began when he rescued them from slavery in Egypt and which continued 
when He called them back from bondage in Babylon, extended even to His call- 
ing back His Son (this same Jesus Christ) from the grave. That Resurrection was 
the ultimate and decisive proof of the TRUTH of Jesus Christ’s preaching, once 
and for all time. 


And this belief in the Resurrection empowered His followers to inspire the world 
so that Christ’s truth gained strength throughout the world. The fruits of their 
faith were actions which changed society: actions which shone forth as brilliant 
lights for all to see. 


For these early Christians, faith was a GROWTH PROCESS: moving from a 
small seed to an abundant harvest; moving from an idle curiosity about Christ to 
a firm and fruitful belief in His Divinity. 


And so it is today, too. Though we are not farmers but individuals from business, 
government, and the military, we, too, understand this process of Growth. 
Whether it is tomato plants we are trying to grow, inventory we are trying to 
accelerate, recruitment we are trying to enlist, or sales we are trying to increase, 
we understand this constant movement 

from small seeds to abundant harvests 

from small beginnings to larger results 

from little interest to great enthusiasm. 


This parable of the sowed seed illustrates the ultimate succss and the progressive 
increase of persons who will attend Jesus’s preaching, despite all the human 
obstacles that will be encountered. Like the seed in the parable, the word of God 
is scattered generously, as inspiration for all races, cultures and creeds. 


True, today’s modern “birds of the air” continue to attack it; today there are argu- 
ments that “the building of a peaceful world can be limited exclusively to the 
question of nuclear armament”, or that “the rights and dignity of the oppressed 
can by ignored”, or that “a society based on the separation of Church and state 
must be deaf to the voice of the Church”.

But, as the word is preached - as the seed is scattered - that MORAL CONVER- 
SION continues (and will continue) to take place; that re-structuring of priorities 
which causes man to grow in his being and to move from a life of materialism, 
violence, and immorality to a life of generosity, harmony and love. 


So the two-thousand-year-old story of the sowed seed applies to us today. It is a 
powerful story, intended to challenge people about their lives, their attitudes. 
The words of Christ in this story are intended to elicit from people the best of 
human reactions, to enhance their lives by belief in the spiritual ideas, to cause a 
revolution in the realm of ideas and values. 


The application of the sowed-seed-story touches the virtues which must charac- 
terize this population: 

goodness and gentleness of disposition 

generosity of heart 

the sense of morality 

attachment to the family 

uprightness of life: 


in a word, the veneration of the spiritual and moral values. 


The lighting of the lamp further describes the conduct of the Christian Disciple. 
Listening to the word of God must bear fruit, it cannot be hidden or suppressed. 


“Take care HOW you listen” is the warning of Christ. The secrets of the 
Kingdom are made known to a wide and public forum. The mature person must 
become a “light to the others” and let his goodness shine forth. We are called by 
Christ to give witness - that calling must have repercussions. We must hold high 
the light of the Gospel, like a city on a mountain top, like a lamp on a stand - so 
that all may see so that all may know the TRUTH.
